At the banquet to 
Goschen Saturday night, Salisbury declared 
the time must soon come for the Government 
of England, by some short. sharp ex- 
pression of their will, to put an end 
to a state of things which makes them 
ridiculous.’’ These words were noticed at the 
time, but no one was then in a position to 
guess attheir significance. The facts I learn

THE IRISH PARLIAMENTARY PARTY.

Since his arrival the 
warders have received and executed orders to 
prepare for immediate occupation sixty rooms 
for first-class misdemeanaptg) that is 
a whole wing of the pri For sev- 
eral days furniture wagomp have been 
busy bringing beds, mgetresses, fre- 
places and common fur ure, which is 
allowed under such cirdfimetances. The 
question naturally arisgs; why sixty rooms 
are needed? The recollesudon that the clock 
tower of Westminster is the usual place of 
confinement for Parliamentary offenders, and 
has accommodation for ten persons, helps to 
answer the question. Ten and sixty make up 
seventy, which is not far from the total of the 
whole working force of the Parnellite party in 
London, There bas been no increase of pris- 
oners at Millbank, and there have never been 
any number approaching sixty first-class mis- 
demeanants in the whole United Kingdom. 
At the same time three or four is generally the 
total. The Governor of Halloway Gaol in- 
formed me himself not long ago of the number 
of first-class misdemeanants from all parts of 
England sentto him. Itis, therefore, impos- 
sible not to believe that these facts indicate 
the expectation of the Government, in conse- 
quenge of the bitter obstruction. As the com- 
mittee stage of the crimes bill approaches 
the end, it will give them the oppor- 
tunity, if not force upon them 
the necessity of striking the big 
blow they positivelv contemplate in the arrest 
of the whole Irish party. That the facts are as 
I have stated them, I know. The inference, 
course, is open to doubt. I express it, there- 
fore, with natural reserve, though none other 
seems possible for the moment, 

A HIT AT THE TIMES. 

The Pall Mali Gazette takes the wind out of 
the Times to-day by the publication of long 
letters signed by Dillon and O’Brien, anda 
manifesto signed by Healy, Davitt, Dillon, 
O’Brien, McCarthy and Hartington, express- 
ing sympathy with the Phenix Park murder- 
ers, and apologizing to Carey, Curley, Brady 
and others for the necessity of publicly 
denouncing their action.

If women pursuing this course of 
conduct find their names freely used by the 
tongue of scandal they have only themselves 
to blame for it. Nor am 1 prepared to 
aay thatif the husband be tree from blame 
that such a course persisted in by the wife 
whereby her name becomes a subject for 
scandal-mongers may not be such an indignity 
to the husband as to entitle him to a divorce.

Both Houses Consider and Pass Important 
Bills.

SPRINGFIELD, II., May 10.— When the House 
met this morning Mr. Merritt called up the 
deficiency printing appropriation bill on third 
reading. This placed the House inan awk- 
ward position. To pass the bill was 
to appear to countenance a giaring 


fraud in the letting of the printing contract, 
according to the report ofthe Senate Commit- 
tee, but to refuse to pass it would leave the 

rinting fund empty, and no printing could 
be ordered for either House. ithout print- 
ing no work can be advanced. They chose the 
least offensive horn of the dilemma and 
passed the bil with an emergency 
clause, serving notice that they 
will slaughter that item in the general appro- 
priation bill. Collins’ bill, regulating the 
manufacture and sale of dynamite and other 
dangerous explosives; Pierce’s bill, prevént- 
ing landiords from including payment of taxes 
in land-rents, and Cole’s bill prohibiting boy- 
cotting on the part of individuals and black- 
listing of employes by corporations, under a 
penaity of $2,000 for each offense, were passed. 

The Senate spent the morning discussing tue 
bill amending the medical practice act on 
third reading. This bill was prepared by the 
Stute Board of Health, and increases their 
powers materially. It requires all ten-year 
practitioners to procure a certificate to prac- 
tice medicine, and raises the fee for examina- 
tion of non-graduates from $5to $25. It was 
finally passed.

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JUDGE THAYER ARRANGES THE OASES 
AGAINST ELECTION OFFENDERS. 


The Indictments Bun ehed for June 13 in the 
United States District Court—A List of 
the Accused Persons—The Cases Against 
Deputy Kecortiers Meyer and McKenzie 
Nollie Pressed by the District Attorney 
To-Day—The Reasons Given, 


To-day Judge Thayer held sessions in both 
the United States Circuit Court and the United 
States District Court. Court convened in the 
Cirouit room at 10 o’ clock this morning. After 
disposing of some motions pending there 
Judge Thayer adjourned to meet in the Dis- 
trict Court. It was expected that a 
decision would be rendered on the de- 
murrer to the indictment in the 
O’Connor case, but no announcement 
was made bo the Court. Several of the of- 
fenders arrested last November had entered 
into bond to appear on May 10. After the 
other business was disposed of Assisiant 
District Attorney Knapp asked that all de- 
fendants to charges of fraud at the elections 
step forward. Ten of the accused approached 
the bench and were instructed to answer on 
the 13th prox. They were then discharged on 
their former fecognizances. 

When the case of Herman Meyer was called 
Mr. W. C. Marshall conferred with the District 
Attorney and urged thatthe case be stricken 
from the docket. Mr. Meyer was a deputy re- 
corder and registered a large number of voters 
from Concordia College,a Lutheran institution 


on South Jefferson avenue. As the Missouri 
statutes are Very strict on the point of rési- 
dence this fact was inquired into by the Grand- 
jury which first undertook the investiga- 
tion Of the election frands. From the 
évidence submitted to the jury it was 
learned that the persons registered were 
theological students at the college and not 
entitied, for want of residence qualification, 
to registration. Mr. Marshall convinced the 
District- Attorney that the names so registered 
were the names of permanent residents at the 
college and that their qualifications in 
the particulars brought into question 
were as complete as the qualifications 
of pastors occupying parochial residences. On 
learning this fact District-Attorney Bashaw 
nollie prossed the case against Meyer, who had 
nod been connected even by suspicion with 
any frauds at the election. The students 
admitted when called upon by tue Grand- 
jury that they did not intend to make the 
college their permanent home and had only 
registered because thev had been applied to 
and because they were not acquainted with 
the provisions of the law on that point. On 
@lection day about fifteen of the twenty so 
registered had voted when the attention of the 
judges and clerks of election was directed to 
the fact that they were not entitled to vote. The 
authorities of the college were applied to and 
explained that for all purposes the college was 
the residence, and on this explanation ofthe 
ease the District Attorney decided to dismiss 
the case. 

The case of Kenneth McKenzie was also 
nolle prossed. McKenzie was the deputy re- 
eorder of the Bighteenth Ward, and was 
charged witn having falsely entered the names 
of thirty-four persons in the books. The en- 
try Suggested by the District At- 
torney was ordered dy the Court 
without any discussion of the merits of the 
case or the grounds on which the Government 
based the proposed action. Assisstant-WDis- 
trict-Attorney Knapp subsequently stated that 
the evidence against McKenzie only showed a 
technical violation of the law and madea case 
with which the District- Attorney was unwilling 
to go before a jury.

Report of the Department of Agriculture for 
May. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., May 10.—The report of 
the Department of Agriculture for May relates 
to the condition of winter grain, the progress 
ot spring plowing andthe proportion of the 
proposed cotton area already planted. It in- 
dicates a decline in the condition of wheat of 
two points since April 1, the general average 
for the whole country being 86 against 95 at the 


same date in 1886; 70 in 1885 and 91 in 1884. 
The changes in condition have not been uni- 
form throughout the winter wheat region, 
some States showing an increase, the 1 
a slight decline, and a few heavy falling- off. 
The States of the Middle Atiantic Coast, {from 
Pennsylvania to North Carolina, show some 
improvement, seasonable weather having 
aided the — oes in recovering more than was 
expected from the injury done by the trying 
season during ébruary and March. 
Im New York and New Jersey the amount of 
winter killing was not fully Known on April, 1 
and this, with cold, unfavorable weather dur- 
ing the month has caused a serious reduction 
of condition; drought has reduced the aver- 
age somewhat in the Bastern Gulf States, and 
hag wrought very serious . in Texas and 
Arkansas, lowering the condRion during the 
month 19 and 10 points, respectively. 
Favorable temperature and seasonable 
rains have improved the prospect 
in Tennessee, West Virginia and 
Kentucky, the condition being considerably 
higher in these States than ithas averaged in 
May for the past five years. The most serious 
reduction of the month is in Ohio, where there 
is a falling off of eight points since the Ist of 
April, due to the continuing evil effects of 
the alternate freezing and ang noted in 
the last report, and to the cold, dry weather 
during the greater part of April, which 
ave the injured lant little chance 
recuperation, favorable season 
1 1, ° might have, in a Freut 
m repaired the injury done up to that 
time, but the continued unfavorable condi- 
tions have wrought still further damage and a 
mali crop ie now inevitable.

The Bribery Case Against Ex-Policeman 
George Leonard—A Queer Story. 


To-morrow morning the case of ex-Police- 
man George Leonard, charged with receiving 
a bribe, will come up for trial in the Criminal 
Court. As has been predicted time and again, 
however, by the Post- DISPATCH, the case will 
not be tried. When it is called a nolle pros- 


rb will be entered by Circuit-Attorney 
lover, and the case wiped from the docket. 
Leonard is an old lottery man who was 
given a place on tue police force, and 
placed in charge of the suppression of gam- 
bling, lottery and policy. Foran assistant he 
engaged George Emmett. Leonard was finally 
taken sick, and Emmett was made a detective, 
and together with Detective Herbert was as- 
signed to the work of suppressing 
gambling and lottery. After they 
had been at the business some time 
they had Leonard indicted and arrested on a 
charge of accepting a bribe. The indictment 
accused him of receiving a bribe of $20 on Au- 
gust 1, 1885, from Herman Bruner, the lottery 
man, to permit Bruner, Sam Watson and Wm. 
Dornin to run a lottery known as Dornin’s 
scheme. It was claimed that he had been re- 
ceiving $20 a week struight along from these 
men to grant immunity to their lottery 
scheme. Watson and Brüner went before the 
Grand-jury and, it is said, testified to this. 
Leonard Claimed that the whole thing was a 
scheme between the lottery men and Herbert 
and Emmett to ‘‘do him up, and he made all 
sorts of charges against the integrity of the 
detectives. And so the war waged, each side 
charging the other with being crooked, and 
claiming to be able to produce positive proof 
of what they said. A couple of months 
ago Detective Herbert mysteriously resigned 
from the force, and Emmett’s resignation 
soon followed. It was then stated that the 
case would never be tried, each side claimin 
to be willing and anxious, but alleging tha 
the other side was afraid. The general opinion 
was that it the case had ever gone to trial 
there would be a number of sensational devel- 
opments, and considerable rottenness woul 
be disclosed. Vice-President Blair of the 
Police Board came into the possession of some 
private correspondence between Ed Kaub and 
lerman Bruner which contains unfavorable 
mention, of a number of prominent citizens.

Meet To-Day and Indorse the Merchants’

The Directors of the Merchants’ Exchange 
at their session yesterday adopted the report 
of the Exchange Transportation Committee 
on the question of raiiroad legislation, 
but the consideration of the report 
of that committee on the terminal facilities 
question was postponed until to-day.

Ex Paso, Tex., May 10.—The following letter 
has just been received: 

May 5, 1877 
To Agent Associated Press: 

My Dear Sm the EI Paso Times of the 
Sth, which a traveling friend gave me after 
meeting the south-bound train of the Mexican 
Central Railway, I find a telegram referring to 
the ball that was held at the Spanish Casino, 
in the City of Mexico, on the 80th of last April. 
Believing that you have been misinformed, I 
take the liberty of begging from you a rectifi- 
cation, which I hope you will publish, as you 
did the telegram above mentioned. Here are 
the facts—nothing else: 

They notified me, as one of the floor mana- 
gers, that Mr. Baron was dancing with Miss 
Bazaine in a rather too immodest manner. At 
once I moved to see, but I got there 
just when the iast note of the waltz was dying 
away, losing thus the chance to judge for. 
myself. The people present informed 
me what 1 bad been told already. 
I thought it for the moment better to make no 
remark, but later, when in the dining-room, 
in the presence of the daughter of an Ameri- 
can general the secretary of the club saw fit to 
give Baron a hint of what people were saying 
about him. This seemed to show a bad ten- 
dency, when the writer, interfering with calm- 
ing words for the sake of the young laaies 
present, tried his best to establish peace, but 
Mr. Baron did not cease to believe himself offen - 
ded,and went to hunt up the Spanish Minister.

Ishall start for 
Montreal to-night, and shall make my first 
speech there. hear my Irish friends have 
been refused every large hall in Montreal, but 
that will make no difference for, if necessary, 
I shall speak in the public square.

I go to Canada on a mission 
popular alike with Protestant and Catnolic, 
and will set forth the wrongs of 
the farmers of Ulster as for- 
cibly as those of the toilers of the South. 
There is no religious question in the matter, 
for it is purely one of human justice. I appre- 
ciate the intended honor of an escort from the 
Irishmen of New York, but I have declined it 
and shall go to Canada 8 a simple trav- 
eler on a peaceful errand.’’

THE PETITION. 

To-night at the meeting of the House of 
Delegates, Delegate Stons will introduce 
with appropriate remarks the petition of 
the citizens of St. Louis fora system of 
general municipal sprinkling. This peti- 
tion contains over 75,000 distinct names of 
citizens, a larger number of names than 
has ever appeared on any petition in the 
history of St. Louis. No such appeal 
hasever gone upto any municipal body 
in the history of the country. It is prob- 
ably the greatest petition that any city 
in this country has produced. Cer- 
tainly it is the first one which the women 
have adopted and endorsed by the sub- 
scription of more than 23,000 names. 

There is no mistaking the earnestness 


of such an appeal. Nothing but a real 


and genuine, deep-seated, public feeling 
could have called it forth. It embodies a 
protest against past neglect, a demand 
for future improvement.

THE GRIP OF THE NEW LAW. 

Members of the Interstate Commission 
make a show of great reticence as to their 
future decision on the long-and-short- 
haul question, but freely say to the inter- 
viewers that the preponderance of evi- 
dence laid before them in the South was 
against the enforcement of the fourth 
section. They certainly assumed that it 
would be when they so promptly sus- 
pended that section upon mere ex parte 
statements of railroad objections to its 
enforcement. 

That in the further investigations the 
railroad side would be organized, equipped 
and thoroughly prepared, while the great 
unorganized multitudes of the opposite 
interest, at the way-stations and else- 
where, would scarcely be heard from at 
all, was to be expected. We have scanned 
the law in vain for the authority under 
which the Commission indulged the rail- 
roads with wholesale suspensions of the 
fourth section pending the investigations 
which were to show whether special sus- 
pensions were to be conceded or not, and 
the public is not unprepared to find the 
Commission strongly inclined to nullify 
the long-haul section. 

But the chief virtue of the new law is 
not found in the fourth section, and ‘is 
independent of the Commission. It is 
found ip the provisions which make courts 
and juries judges of the reasonableness of 
all charges, whether for long hauls or 
short hauls. The vommon law principle 
forbidding unreasonable charges and un- 
fair discriminations against persons or 
places is now a positive statute, enforcea- 
ble through the courts and juries of the 
United States by the people themselves. 
Even the man who has voluntarily signed 
a contract binding him to pay unreason- 
able charges or to submit to unfair dis- 
criminations, can now repudiate it and 
through the courts compel the railroads to 
pay back all the money oollected from 
him in excess of reasonable charges, and 
to render him the same service they 
render their most favored patrons. 

These provisions cover the entire ground 
of the fourth section, and more. Even 
from a decision of the Commission sus- 
taining a greater charge for the short 
haul than for the longer, some other ship- 
per can appeal to the courts and obtain 
relief and punish severely the railroad 
officials violating the law, if he can show 
the unreasonableness of the charge 
or Giscrimination. The previous find- 
ing of the Commission in favor of the 
railroad in such a case is binding 
only on the parties submitting the ques- 
tion to the Commission, and in court 
amounts only to prima facie evidence, 
These are the provisions that have 0 
to stay, no matter what may be th te 
of the fourth section, and sooner or later 
they will be enforced in spite of tender- 
hearted or, tender-footed Commissioners, 
and in spite of all the powers the railroads 
can array in rebellion against the law- 
making power of the United States.

THE FRENCH TRANS-ATLANTIC STEAMER TO 
BE SAVED WITHOUT GREAT LOSS. 


Efforts of the Officers to Save the Ship and 
Her Passengers—The Americans on 


Cablegram to the Post-Dispateh. 

„Mey 10.—Reports from Havre indicate 
that the French Trans-Atiantic Line Steam- 
ship La Champagne, which was beached on 
Saturday after a collision with the steamship 
Ville de Bio, which was sunk, will be hauled 
off the beach and floated within the next 
twenty-four hours and saved without great 
loss. Not one of the first-clasg passengers 
was lost, and out of the twenty-five or thirty 
steerage passengers thought to be lost, seven - 
teen are known to have been saved. The lost 
were the Neapolitan emigrants who fought 
their way through the satiors and 
captured a boat directly after the egilision. 
Through the excessive weight put upon it one 
of the davite broke away and all the occu- 
pants were thrown into the sea. The captain 
of La Campagne was then seexing to make 
land, and knowing that every moment was 
precious he did not stop to save these men. 
Seventeen of them, it appears, however, were 
afterwards picked up so that tne loss at an 
outside estimate, it is thought, cannot be 
more than fifteen, 

OCAPT. TRAUBE'S STATEMENT. 

Following is the statement of Oapt. Traube 
of La Champagne. He says the collision oc- 
curred in the neighborhood of 11:30 on Satur- 
day morning. He was on the bridge atthe 
time, where he had been ever since the vessel 
left Havre. It was foggy from the start. 
There were occasional gieams of light through 
the gloom, but at the time of the collision the 
fog was impenetrable. The fog-horn of La 
Ohampaane was kept going constantly, 

‘‘Iwasuponthe bridge with my two o- 
cers, Barbee and Arsene,’’ says the captain. 
„Suddenly we heard a slight sound, nearly 
imperceptible, which resembled a whistie. I 
immediately gave orders to steer in an oppo- 
site direotion. A second sound of the whistie 
was heard, which was louder than the fret. 
We then headed to starboard directly. At 
the same moment, and before we could make 
the slightest preparation, a terrible crash took 
place, followed by several shocks, for through 
an inconceivable course the Ville de Rio, which 
we did not at that time recognize in the fog, 
had steered to larboard and had come directiy 
down ups us with great swiftness. As she 
sought 8 herself from us by fur- 
ther unfortunate directions, she came back 
against us again at three different times, strik- 
ing us most violently euch time that she came 
back. She came more and more on a parallel 
line with us, so that the first holes were fol- 
lowed by oblique tears. Inaword the Ville 
de Rin first bore down on us directly and then 
— us in a siggag way in spite of our back- 
ng. 

J THE SITUATION WAS GRAVE. 

Our first and second buikheads were filled 
completely with water. Once I stopped our 
machine and looked out for the vessel 
which had just struck us, but the fog was so 
thick that I could no longer fiad her. I thought 
that she had sunk as 1 could obtain no re- 
aponee to my calls. Afterward I learned that 
she sunk five hours after the collision, and 
that her crew were saved by the Ville de Bor- 
deaux., Finding my researches in the direction 
ofthe unfortunate vessel fruitiess I had 
look after the vessel which I have the honor 
to command, and which was now 
threatened with foundering. I had 
to. think of my passengers and 
the emigrants passengers of all nationalities, 
Most of my passengers displayed admirable 
coolness and courage. The women showed 
themselves particulariy calm but un 
fortunately the Italian emigrants, who were 
in the neighborhood of became paunic- 
stricken. I had given orders to lower the 
boats, but in spite of my orders and the 
energetic opposition of my crew twenty or 
thirty of these emigrants seized upon boat 
No. 9, and the a ped part of them were 
drowned, Their bodies have not been re- 
govered. But what could I do? I could not 
have compromised the security and the lives 
of my passengers- and the ship itself, in 
order to make a vain search for 
these unfortunate victims of their 
own Japsadence. I kept my vessel directly 
ahead. had seen an English collier about 
this time, to which I had made a signal to fol- 
low me as I was in distress. This vessel was 
the Vulture. I steered La Champagne on to 
the beach as the best means of saying her. I 
was fortunate enough to succeed in this. The 
Vulture then came Blong by our side, and in a 

erfect calm and in the most complete order I 
owered my NR into boats and carried 
them to thé Vulture, She in turn took them 
safely back to Havre.“ 

The captain was very much unnerved when 
questioned concerning the responsibilities of 
collision, He said that he had a vonscilous- 
ness of having performed his du and he 
could not understand how the le de Rio 
could have pursued such a eourse as she did 
after the signals were made. He thongs that 
it would take a number of wheks for the 
repair ot La Champagne. The boat which 
was captured by the Italian emigrants was 
picked u * the Vulture, with two or three 
men still clinging to it. The Ville de Rio, 
which was sunk, lost no one,

The animal plunged and 
reared for a few minutes, and looked 
once as if he would break the rope and jump 
into the bass drum in the orchestra, but alter 
a sensible use of the whip he was made to go 
at the will of the rider. There were many ex- 
citing incidents during the evening, and the 
professor showed himself to be a fearless and 
entirely capabie handler of horses. One of 
his contrivances to make an animal docile is 
the Eureka bridle made by fastening a rope 
around the horse’s neck in a slip-knot, then 
in his mouth over his head and under his 
upper lip. 

A clever exhibition was given by the profes- 
sor’s educated horse, Ham, which cun be 
driven without bridle, and obeys the crack of 
a whip and spoken order implicitly. To-night 
five horses are promised, ali of them vicious, 
either shying, running, kicking, biting or 
bucking.

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STREET RECONSTRUCTION. 


STATISTIOS OF THE WORK DONE DURING 
THE PAST FISCAL YEAR. 


St. Louis Has 30.08 Miles of Granite on Her 
Highways and a Total of 837.14 Miles of 
Folid, Paved Streete—Macadam Oovers 
278.26 Miles—Asphait, Wood Blocks and 
Telford Pavements — Streets Under Re- 
construction, Streets Under Contract and 
Streets Under Ordinance—What the Com - 
missioners Report Will Show—The Delay 
en the Lindell Avenue Boulevard-—im- 

‘provements Last Year. 


Considerable comment has been made of 
late with regard to the work of street recon- 
struction and improvement in the oity, the 
main idea being that this work had fallen off 
or had become checked to a great extent, This 
is not altogether the case, and a consultation 
of the figures recently submitted to the 
Mayor in the annual report of the 
Street Commissioner, the report, by the 
way, has not yet been made pubiic, 
will show exactly how much work has been 
done in this direction. True, the work of 
macadamizing new streets has not been ad- 
vanced to an alarming extent, inasmuch as 
but 1.25 miles have been laid in the old and. 14 
ot a mile in the new eity limite during the 
past year. This addition to that already made 
will give a total of 278.28 miles of macadam- 
ized streets in the city. 

GRANITE RECONSTRUCTION, 

In granite reconstruction, however, the 
amount of work done, while it does not ex- 
ceed that of the fiscal year preceding the last, 
so nearly approaches it that the total is about 
the same. During the past year &.53 miles of 
new granite streets have been made; during 
the year preceding 8.62 miles of new granite 
streets were made. These improvements have 
been well divided between the central and 
principal streets of the city, so that at the end 
of the fiscal year, April 9, the Street Commis- 
gioner’s report showed that the city had a 


streets at present being granitized, on 


which the contractors are at active 
work, are Eighteenth street, from Chestnut to 
Clark avenue; Eighth street, from Christy ave- 
nueto Franklin avenue, and Spruce street, 
from Fourth street. The streets under con- 
tract, or the streets the work of granitizing 
which has been already let and await the 
convenience of the contractors, are Twelfth 
street, from Gratiot to Chouteau avenue; 
Chouteau, from the west line of Second Caron- 
delet ayenue to the west line of Jefferson ave- 
nue; Gratiot street, from Twelfth street to 
Fourteenth; Gratiot street, from Fourth 
street to Seventh, and Tenth street, 
from Spruce street to Market street. 
The streets which have been finished since the 
annual report for the past year was handed in 
and which, therefore, are not included in that 
document, are Eighteenth street, from Chou- 
teau avenue to Austin street, and Ninth street, 
frum Pine to Olive. The streets provided to 
be reconstructed with granite by ordinances 
adopted by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, but not yet let out to the contractors, 
are Eighth street, from Olive to Locust street; 
Ninth, from Olive to Locust, and Spruce, from 
Eighth to Twelfth street. So much for 
granite reconstruction. In addition to this 
there are two sections under contract 
for new construction with granite. They are 
Ninth street, from Clark avenue to Spruce,and 
Gratiot from a point 160 feet west of Tenth 
street to Twelfth street. 
WOOD-BLOCK PAVING. 

The Street Commissioner's report shows 
that of the old Nicholson system but .39 of a 
mile has been left in the entire city and this 
will, without deubt, be removed by the new 
reconstruction about to be done in the coming 
year. Of new woad-biock paving under- 
laid with . concrete base 1.34 miles 
were made during the year. This, together 
with what had been laid already makes a total 
of 2.35 miles of wood block paving in the city. 
But one section is now awaiting the con- 
tractor, and that is Washington avenue be- 
tween Compton and Grand avenue, This sec- 
tion is to be laid with pine wood biocks, con- 
orete base. 

OTHER IMPROVEMENTS. 

During the past year 2.46 miles of Telford 
pavement have been laid. This pavement is 
similar to that with which the Lindell avenue 
boulevard is being laid, and of which 
there is a total of 7.82 miles al 
ready laid. It is distributei1 chiefly 
in suburban streets and streets in the West 
End. These improvements, taken all to- 
gether, and exclusive of macadamized high- 
ways, will aggregate a total of 37.14 miles of 
reconstructed streets in St. Louis, that is of 
granite, wood blocks and Telford pavements. 
There are also under contract for new im- 
1 and partial improvement a num 

er of streets inclusive of those coming under 
the head of boulevard, such as Lindell avenue 
and Forest Park boulevard. Those to be eim, 
proved, that is, raded, curbed, 
macadamized or laid with the 
Telford system are Cabanne from 
Laclede avenue to Pine street; Easton from 
Prairie avenue to Grand ayenue; Lindell ave- 
nue (boulevard) froma point 660 feet west of 
Grand avenue, or what is known as the line of 
the old city limits, to King’s highway; Fair- 
fax avenue from Vandeventer to Sarah; Twen- 
fk aes street from Farrar to Bremen avenue; 

ullanphy from Twenty-second to Twenty- 
fifth street; Spring avenue from St. Louis ave- 
nue to Garfield ayenue; Page avenue from 
Prairie avenue to Vandeventer avenue and 
Evans avenue from Spring avenue to Prairie 
avenue.

zed but no finished with guttering, etc., are 
Hebert from Twenty-second to Twenty-fifth 
street, and Prairie avenue from Blair avenue 
to Broadway.

Local Undertakers and the Funeral Reform. 

T here are.13,000 undertakers in the United 
States and Canada, and they have two organs 
or trade journals published in New York in 
the interest of undertakers. Charles T. Whit- 
sett of this city belongs to the editorial staff of 
one of these papers, and is a never-failing, in 
fact the only paid, contributor to the other 
one. 

In most of the evangelical churches of the 
city circulars were distributed last Sunday, 
containing sugestions about funeral reforms 
whieh were passed by the Evangelical All- 
an oe in March last, and which were published 
in the Post-DIsPATCH at the time. 

In the May Ii number of one of these Under- 
takers’ Journals, Mr. Whitsett, over his own 
signature quotes these resolutions, and 
among other things says: ‘‘Every legitimate 
undertaker (probably not the livery men) 
will give them the hand of assistance in the 
matter of curtailing funeral expenses and also 
the Sunday business; but for them to suggest 
the holding of funerals inthe afternoon only 
is to suppose a metropolitan undertaker 
has only one funeral per day. 

The undertaker could therefore give his 
personal attendance to only one each day so 
that partiality and consequent dissatis- 
faction would be the result, besides, 
the erowding of all the work of the 
already abused men and horses engaged in the 
burial of the dead into half ot the day is as 
ridiculous as it is impossible. 

But every legitimate undertaker will help 
the clergy to curtail funeral expenses at every 
point, if for no other reason than that his led- 
ger bills receivable account—his unpaid billa— 
will soon be in a healthier condition. 

May, however, not be much improved until 
the family bills at the mourning coun- 
ters’’ are sensibly reduced, until the 
vulgar nonsense of using crape on the arms 
and hats of pall-bearers is abolished, until 
costly floral bills are lightened, until from $100 
to $15,000 are no longer paid for burial lots 
and afterward improvements thereon costing 
as much mora. 

But all these will not come to pass, for if 
they did the world and our beautiful Christian 
burial would be less beautiful,and its influence 
on the living be less softening, refining and 
Christianizing.’’

FRAUGHT WITH EXCITING INCIDENTS.

Cheers for the Agitator and Ireland Met 
With Cheers for Lansdowne—The Efforts 
of the Committee of Welcome to Take 
O'Brien off the Umbria—The Address and 
Response, 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Drisr Aron. 

New York, May 0.—The Committee of Wel- 
come to the Irish agitator, Wm. O’Brien, re. 
mained on the steamer John E. Moore, which 
left Castie Garden at 2:45 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, tied up to the dock at Quarantine 
untii6o’clock. By that time it was evident 
thatthe Umbria was not coming up, and it 
was deter ined to go outside and meet the 
ship at anchor. Dr. Smith was invited aboard, 
a permit from the Custom-house secured and 
out into the fog the little ocratt sgarted with 
plucky Capt. Patterson at the wheel. The haze 
wassothick that the whistle was kept ata 
continuous toot. Darkness set in, and by that 
time the boat pushed on. First the Norman- 
die was found and word shouted back that the 
Umbria was out by the light ship. Away the 
committee’s boat started, stopping to inquire 
at several tramp steamers at anchor, until at 10 
o’clock the big Cunarder was met, tinkling 
little bells and booming a great hoarse whistie, 
The steamer was crowded, andthe coming up 
of the wee steamboat brought everybody on 
deck. The first greeting of the visitor was a 
round of cheers for William O’Brien, and this 
was met by a general cheerof welcome, and in 
an instant later came back a sharp response 
in a call for three cheers for Lord 
Lansdowne, and from hundreds of thirsty 
English throats on the steamer’s crowded 
sides, the cheers came with a will. Cheers 
were hurled back for O'Brien, and by this time 
it. was impossible forthe captain of the visit- 
ing steamer to make known his wishes about 
ropes, etc. Inalull of the storm of hurrahs 
the English national anthem was started, and 
while hundreds sang God Save the Queen,’’ 
scores sang 

GOD SAVE IRELAND.’’ 

It was a novel sight, indeed, for such an 
hour and place, 

„Take this rope!’’ was shouted again and 
again from the lower steamer to the quarter- 
masters on the big Cunarder. 

Not the least attention was paid to the re- 
quest, and instead came back chaffing from 
passengers and others, At last Capt. 
McMicken was called for, and with a littie 
bull’s eye lantern came to the side. 

Why do you come, and who are you, any- 
how, coming here and shouting, ‘Take that 
rope, as though we were dogs. You can not 
come on till the doctor comes.’’ 

We have the doctor and the Customs of- 
cer,“ was shouted back. 

Then come on with ve.“ 

Pass down a rope ladder,’’ was the request 
from those on the wee tenaer. 

‘*We have no rope ladder for you, was the 
surly response of the Cunard commodore and 
a cheer for William O’Brien was flung back in 
answer. 

An ordinary ladder was found on the J. E. 
Moore. Upthisthe doctor climbed. A stout 
voice called out: ‘‘Are there auy friends of 
mine there who wish me?’’ It was O’Brien’s 
voice and when a hearty ‘‘yes’’ went back he 
said: Then I'll come if only as a compliment 
to the cowards that control her. 

He got on the ladder bravely. Just at that 
moment the bawser parted and he came very 
near taking a dip into the Atlantic. He got on 
board, however, and with another round of 
cheers for O’Brien and counter cheers for 
Lansdowne the vessels parted company. 

THE rcon TO O'BRIEN. 

Dowa in the cabin the Irish patriot, in his 
traveling suit of frieze, was given the address 
already published. He made response, 
thanking the committee for this wéicome 
to American seas if not to American 
lands. He spoke of his mission as 
a delicate, and to some extent dangerous 
one. He spoke of Lansdowne as a type, an 
having been selected by the landlords as a 
sort of figurehead.

A com- 
mittee from Philadelphia were welcomed by 
the friends of Mr. O’Brien and accompanied 
them on the bay in their search for the 
steamer.

Wheat Trading Very Slack, but Prices Firm 
er—Corgp Strong—Hog Meat Weak.

CHICAGO, May 10, 1 p. m.—The curb for 
wheat showed rather an uneasy feeling this 
morning, but atthe opening of the regular 
Board liberal buying by several houses and by 
Irwin, Green & Co., and Kershaw Co. ab- 
sorbed the scattered selling ordersand the 
gree responded and advanced half a cent. 

usiness in wheat to-day has been at 
a standstill and the same disposition 
to let speculation alone prevails now 
that existed A month or so ago, when May was 
selling at a high premium over June. The 
dealhasin a great measure killed trading, 
and the present condition of affairs will no 
doubt continue just as long as 
any signs of manipulation are apparent. In 
trading now one is not betting on the course 
of the market, but upon what the manipulat- 
ors will do. Up to this point we 
have shown a friendly disposition toward 
June wheat, but we doubt if it 

will command the price it is selling now in 
June. The Government report issued to-day 
shows a decline in the condition of wheat of 2 
points, as compared with last month, the gen- 
eral average for the whole country being 86 
ainst 95 in ä and 70 in 1885. The market

Michigan’s Ex-Governor Investing in Costly 
Munkacsy Paintings. 


By Telegravh-to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, May 10.—Ex-Gov. Alger of Mich- 
gan, while in Paris last summer, saw Mun- 
kacsy’s painting, ‘‘Christ Before Pilate,’’ and 
on its arrival in New York he offered Munkac- 
sy’s agent, Sedelmeyer, $60,000 for it.

JUDGE DYKMAN’S DECISION, 


The New York Stock Exchange is a Public 
Institution. 


NEw YORK, May 10.—The decision of Judge 
Dykman inthe suit of the Consolidated Ex- 
change to compel the Commercial Telegraph 
Company to furnish it with the quotations of 
the Stock Exchange, and to compel the Stock 
Exchange to furnish its quotations tothe Com- 
raercial Company according to the agreement 
between them, is an important one in all its 
bearings, not only tothe parties in interest, 
but to the entire public. The Stock Exchange 
has always claimed to be a private 
institution. It has no public’ charter. 


It is formed like a club and its members are 
bound only by the by-laws they have made 
themselves. The Exchange is governed by a 
committee, to which is delegated absolute 
power and which meets in secret. It legis- 
lates on matters affecting the financial world, 
but the public, it is held, is not entitled to any 
information about the meetings. 
change holds that the quotations made within 
its doors are its own absolutely. 

Judge Dykman’s decision just reverses this 
theory of the Stock Exchange. Instead of be- 
ing a private institution, he declares it to bea 

ublic institution. Speaking of the Stock 

exchange, he says: 

‘*The quotations from the Stock Exchange 
furnish the standard of value for the guide 
and control of trust companies and savings 
institutions, for trustees and executors, 
and for private investors. The great 
paramount importance, therefore, of 
such sales seems to stamp them 
with a public interest and bring them under 
the —— power and dominion exercised by 
the Legisiature and the courts over all public 
employments. Such was the doctrine enun- 
ciated in the Chicago warehouse cases, and 
such is the underlying principle of all modern 
legislation, both Federal and State, for the 
regulation of trade and commerce, whether 
in the hands of public bodies or pri- 
vate persons. the New Tork 
Stock Exchange was a joint stock 
association, conducted as it is now, the right 
of interference by the courts of the legislature 
for its regulation! would be unquestionable. 
But the same power may be exercised for the 
regulation of thé conduct of private citizens in 
the transaction of their business or the use 
of their property whenever its exercise be- 
comes necessary for the welfare of 
the public. The nature and  charac- 
ter of the business transacted at the 
Stock Exchange affect it with a public inter- 
est. It is of great concern to the public and so 
becomes invested with interest thereto and it 
seems to be within the constitutional authority 
of the courts of equity in the silence of the 
legislative enactment to compel and enforce 
the publicity of the quotations in subordina- 
tion to the interests of the public.’’
